toiilc-sts at the world's fair 
at St. Louis, HHM: 


The Louisiana Purchase exposition 


has appropriated the sum of ^OO.uOo 
for an aeronuutical coiupotiiion and 
exhibition, of this a sum of $100,ooo 
is offered as a strand prisce TO be com- 
peted for and awarded under the fol- 
lowing rules and conditions prescribed: 
Fifty thousand dollars has been ap- 
propriated for minor and subsidiary 
prizes for competitions between air- 
ships, balloons, airship motors, kiles. 
etc. The remaining $30,<x)U is reserved 
for the expense incident to the competi- 
tion. 


The competition is open to all with- 


out limitation as to the power used or 
mechanical principles involved. 


No applicant shall be admitted to the 


competition who does not present sat- 
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isfactory evidence of Lining at some 
time made flight over at least a mile 
course aud return with a machine simi- 
lar in principle to that which he pro- 
poses to use in the competition. The 
submission of this evidence may be de- 
layed to within teu days of the first 
competitive trial if reasonable cause 
for such delay seems to exist. The 
aeronautical jury may rule out after 
due investigation any machine deemed 
too hazardous to life. 


No vehicle shall be admitted to the 


contest which requires any permanent 
aud visible connection with the earth 
or which is not absolutely free m its 
flight after the start is made. 


As an evidence of good faith an en- 


trance fee of $2oO will be required, 
which will be refunded when the ex- 
hibitor occupies the space assigned to 
him with an apparatus conforming to 
the rules. 


Each vehicle shall carry at least one 


person during its flight. 


The competitor making the best aver- 


age speed iu strict accordance with 
these rules and regulations, provided 
that he" has made the entire course 
three times at an average speed of not 
less than twenty miles an hour each 
time, shall be awarded the grand 
prize of §100,000, together with a suita- 
ble diploma, medal or certificate. 


There will be four minor prizes, con- 


BlBting as follows: first prize, $3,500; 
second prize, $3,000; third prize, $2,000; 
fourth prize, $1,500. These shall be 
awarded in order of speed to the four 
competitors coming nearest to the rec- 
ord of the winner of the grand prize, 
provided that each of them shall at 
least have made the full com so three 
times and each time at au average 
speed of at least ten miles an hour.

The prescribed Course will begin and

Every competitor shall make as many 


trials as he chooses within the pre- 
scribed dates. No trial will be consid- 
ered by the judges la which he does not 
iro around the prescribed course once, 
and the navigator must make during 
the period allotted for the contests at 
least three complete trips around the 
cour>e. The average time made on 
each of his best three trips must be at 
the rate of at least twenty miles an
